BURNING OF THE PACIFIC MAIL STEAMER “ AMERICA.” 

On Tuesday last we published an “ Extra,” containing’ some de- 
tails of the destruction by fire of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer America, which we had received from our corres- 
pondent at New York. The present mail brings more complete 
accounts of the disaster, and the following narrative is taken from 
the Japan Mail of the 26th and 27th August :— 


Never since the year 1861, when the steamer Golden Gate was 
burnt off Manzanilla and over 300 lives lost, has the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company suffered so severe a loss as that caused by the 
burning of the America. The loss of life by the latter catastrophe is, 
it is true, a mere bagatelle compared with the drowning or burning of 
over 300 persons; but the America was the finest wooden ship in the 
world. Built only in 1869 at a cust of about $1,600,000, with a re- 
gistered tonnage 4,554 tons, she has since been the pride of the company, 
and it may well be that her loss will cause many a pang of sorrow, 
even among those whose interests were in no way connected with her 
fortunes. The vessel left San Francisco on the Ist August with about 
150 Chinamen, thirty first-class passengers, a large miscellaneous freight, 
and about a million and a half dollars iu treasure. After a pleasaut voyage 
she arrived at Yokohama on Saturday morning, Aug. 24, and during the 
day large quantities of freight, both for Yokohama and Shanghai, were 
landed or transbipped, and all the treasure, with theexception of $400,000, 
was removed. At the same time a large quantity of coal was taken on 
board. In the evening, as usual, the coolies stopped work, and most of 
them went to sleep on the fore deck. The watchman went his rounds 
and reported all safe, und no one dreamed of the danger which was so 
shortly to befall them. At 10.15 all was quiet; the officers for the 
most part had turned in, or were about to do so, and there was probably 
no one but the stewardess and a quartermaster near the saloon. A 
little before 11 the stewaidess said she smelt something burning, and 
on a quartermaster guing to look he discovered dense volumes of smoke 
just rising from the freight deck below the ladies’ saloon. At once the 
fire alarm was sounded, and every man was at his post in a moment, 
ready to attend tothe orders of Captain Doane, who, as goud fortune 
would have it, was, with nearly every officer of the ship, on bourd, al- 
though asleep. Captain Doane was the first in the saloon with the 
hose, and, despite the smoke, so dinse that nothing could be seen of 
the seat of the fire, he worked against the advancing destruction with 
all the energy of desperation. At this time it began to be evi- 
dent that the fire was one which could not be extinguished 
in a few minutes, and when Captain Doane was driven back, 
unable to stand the smoke, the thought was rather to save lite 
than to do aught else. But still all fought on; inch by inch, fvot 
by foot, they retired us the smoke forced them back, and then, with a 
sudden and furious roar, butst forth the flames, filling the saloon and in 
fact practically deciditig the fate of the gallantship. To flood the maga- 
sing Wab Captalfi Doane’s nckt Wevire } but sv fat de could be bears 
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from the officers, this was not done, it being impossible to reach the 
magazine owing to the smoke, which, by this time, bad advanced even 
to the bows; the wind, however, leaving a few feet clear in the very 
eyes of the vessel. Captain Doane, still intent upon his duty, tried to 
go forward to see what could be done, and he contrived to reach this 
one safe spot. Soon, however, the flames rolling onward compelled 
him to jump overboard. Either from the effects of the high leap or 
the inhaling of the smoke, Capt. Doane, as he struck the water, found 
his legs paralysed and himself unable to swim. Twice he sank and 
none were near to help him, but on rising for the last time, the friendly 
hand of Capt. Williams, of the Coria Rica, grasped him by the collar 
and he was saved. He was at once taken on board the Costa Rica and 
restoratives applied, by the aid of which he gradually revived, and is 
now comparatively restored to health, though suffering much from the 
effects of the smoke. 

The officers seeing that all that could be done to save the ship would 
prove ineffectual, turned their thoughts to rescuing the passengers, and 
the Chinamen, a few of whom with their baggage were soon sent down 
the gangway into the boats which had been lowered. But so great was 
the crush, and so many Chinamen crowded on the ladder, that it gave 
way, and about fifty were precipitated into the water. Of these many 
were picked up; but all those who were still on the ship had to jump 
overboard, and as many could not swim, there were doubtless some Jost. 
Only five or six bodies have, however, been found, and it may be that 
this covers the number of those who lost their lives. The passengers 
safe, the officers themselves jumped overboard and, so far as we can 
learn, al] were seved without difficulty; some doubts however being 
expressed with regard to two men. It was some time after this that 
Captain Doane leftitheship. By this time the flames had enveloped the 
vessel from end to end, and crowds of persons put off in boats to witness 
the sad scene, and if possible to save the lives of any unfortunate beings 
struggling in the water. Todo anything to save the ship was impos: 
sible. She was inevitably doomed to burn to the water's edge, unless 
indeed it should be found possible to scuttle her. This was indeed at- 
tempted ; several Jaunches put off from the men-of-war with howitzers, 
but the effect of the shot on the sides of the ship, three feet thick at the 
water line, was like that of a pistol bullet against a stone wall. The 
shots fell back into the water, scarcely doing more than denting the 
sides of the vessel. : 

Time went on ; the flames roared with incessant fury ; the hurricane 
deck was consumed ; the main deck followed; but still she towered 
above the surrounding vessels. The flames ha: hold of every nook and 
crevice. They had penetrated into every part of the hold, and the 
coals burning with inconceivable fury rolled up vast columns of smoke 
out of the smoke-stack, which, like the masts, still stood erect and defiant. 
Byc-and-by, as the fire crept down, and rushing out of the port-holes 
licked the sides of the ship, the mizzenmast, burnt through, fell ; some 
time after the foremast followed, and then, about two a.Mm., the main- 
mast. Now nothing rose above what was once the main deck but the 
rudder-post, the fore binnacle, aud the machinery and funnel. Soon 
the binnacle went, and the bell, burnt from its fastening, tolled a dying 
knell and fell with a sound heard above tho roaring of the flames, while 
ever and anon the cartridges on board exploded with the rattle of a 
mitrailleuse. Then the fastenings of an anchor at the bow were 
burnt through, and it dropped with a splash into the water, followed by 
the chain, red hot, and almost melted out of shape. About this time 
much fear of an explosion was entcrtuined, it being thought that the 
magazine was still dry and that the boilers would explode. But although 
the steam from the donkey engine rushed out at the fore port, with a 
fary heard above the roar of the flames, no explosion took place. The 
sight as viewed from the Costa Rica at 8 A.M. was asad one indeed. 
That fine ship, the largest wooden vessel in the world, destroyed, as it 
were, in a moment, and no matter how willing, none could help her. 
At 3.30 the fore guard fell with a crash, carrying with it an iron boat 
which rested on it, and with a roar fell into the sea; the after guard 
followed with another boat, which, actually white hot, sent up a cloud 
of steam as it fell into the water and sank. Then the flames attacked 
the wheels, and the paddle-boxes of wood were soon lost, leaving the 
fron wheels exposed to the flames, which, however, could not destroy 
them. Not so the walking beam, which becoming unloosed at one end 
slewed round and turned the wheels one last half turn, the last they 
will ever make. And still she burned on. The fire gradually crept 
down, the ship rose from the water as she burned, till as daylight came 
she was one body of flame. Then the glare of the bright flames paled, 
and those who had spent the night on the Costa Rica returned on shore, 
Just as they arrived the fire reached the powder mayazine; but its con- 
tents belng flooded burnt gradually and harmlessly. And so all day 
she burned, till a storm of rain and wind somewhat quenched 
the blaze. And then it was decided to Ict her drift over to 
Kanagawa, and, loosed from her moorings, she was towed off, 
but unfortunately on her way she fouled three ships, each of 
which was somewhat damaged. And now she Iles at Kana- 
gawa, with only her funnel to mark her resting-place, a sad re- 
membrance of what fire may in a few hours do to one of the finest 
works of man. What is lost in her we cannot estimate. The treasure 
may or may not be saved; and this alone amounts to $400,000. The 
officers of the ship lost all they had, while the saloon passengers, only 
two of whom were on board, lost everything except the clothes they 
wore. What freight was on board few, if any can tell; but it is certain 
that its value was very considerable. The origin of the fire is entirely 
unknown. It broke out as we have said in the after hold, but its canse 
is a mystery to all, though it is not improbable that it was caused 
by a coolie or some native smoking, and accidentally emptying the 
ashes of his pipe within reach cf scme inflammable freight. The cargo 
or fire smouldered till the smell of smoke induced a search, when a 
draught was at once created and the flames burst out and spread. We 
would say, however, this is only a supposition. 

A report has been spread to the effect that most of the officers were 
on shore ; that @ gross want of discipline was evinced on the outbreak of 
the fire, and that great carelessless wag shown in not towing the ship 
away when she caught fire. These reports are as false in suggestion as 
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in fact. All the officers but the doctor were on board, and within a few 
seconds of the alarm being given all were at their respective staions. It 
was impossible to approach the ship within a few minutes after the out- 
break of the fire, and no effort to tow her off would have been success- 
ful, and even if so it would have been dangerous in the extreme to tow 
a burning ship in a crosded harbour. When it was found that the ship 
must be Jost the first thought was to avoid any damage to the other 
vessels, and the wisest course was undoubtedly adopted. When the ship 
was towed over to Kanagawa, no one, even then, ceuld board her, and 
the anchor which fell overboard during the fire dragged on the ground, 
thus rendering her anmanageable, and despite the greatest care being 
exercised the collisions which took place were inevitable. In fact, from 
beginning to end, everything was done which the circumstances al- 
lowed, and so far from any blame heing attached to the officers of the 
ship, they, one and all, behaved unselfishly and nobly, and deserve every 
credit for their conduct. Captain Lane and Captain Doane were untir- 
ing in their efforts, while every officer worked as if imbued with that 
same spirit of gallantry which animated their chiefs. 

With respect to the loss of life we regret to find that two Europeans 
are missing, Barker, the second cook, and the steerage watchman ; and 
we fear they are drowned or burnt. It is known that five Chinamen 
were lost; but as all were scattered after the fire, no opportunity has 
as yet been afforded for the number of the missing to be ascertained. 
There ia a rumour that thirty Chinamen wero lost, but this we think is 
largely in excess of the actual fact. The officers and crew have all 
been quartered in the various hotels, and the Chinese passengers have 
also been afforded excellent accommodation. 








NAGASAKI. 

We have advices from this port to the 18th August. 
lowing items of news are from the Vagasaki Express :— 

Another stage in the Municipal question has been reached by 
the appearance of a letter, circulated on the 10th Aug. by the 
Consular representatives for the general information of the land 
renters, intimating that it is the intention of the former to de- 
liver up the charge of the affairs of this settlement to the latter. 

H.B.MS. Sylvia arrived in this harbour on the 13th Aug,, for 
the purpose of making a further survey of the locality where the 
P.M. steamer Oregonian struck. This vessel will shortly return 
to England, as she has now been about seven years in commission 
in these parts. 

Among the passengers by the P.M. steamer Costa Rica, which 
left on the 14th Aug., were some thirty-four Chinese youths who 
are proceeding to the United States, in order to receive a col- 
legiate education in that country. | 

ews recently received here by natives speak of the welcome 
given to the Mikado during his visit to Kagosima. Amongst the 
entertainments got up on the occasion was a wild boar hunt, 
which his Majesty enjoyed. The visit to that place has dispelled 
the prevalent feeling amongst the lower orders that hostility would 
be chown there by the people. 

The arrival of thirteen ‘merchant sailing vessels during the week 
has to be noted as an event which has not occurred at this port 
for a considerable time past. The destination of the majority we 
hear is Shanghai, to which port they will convey coals.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peking Gazette contains an interesting memorial from a 
Yunnan expectant prefect, recommending the re-opening of the 
copper mines in that province. The local advantages of the step 
are pointed out very clearly, and though the “ raising of an effi- 
cient army” is the object immediately contemplated from the 
resulting profit, the memorialist does not fail to enumerate other 
contingencies more pertinent to the prosperity of the country. 
The miners, driven by want to join the rebels, would return to 
their work, the resuscitation of the copper trade would give such 
an impulse to business generally that merchants and settlers 
would be induced to emigrate from other paris, and tho debased 
and insufficient copper coinage would be corrected. The Board 
of Revenue, which has been ordered to consider the project, might 
well extend the economic application of Hsti Chenghsuns's sug- 
gestion to every province in China, and to all her mineral re- 
sources. 

The Tientsin road steamer has been got under steam. Mr. 
Wells, the engineer, with some coolie assistance, put the machinery 
together, and the engine has received a preliminary and private 
trial, When the omnibus is also ect up,a public trial is intended. 
Meanwhile, the greatest interest is manifested in the project, both 
by natives and foreigners, and it is gratifying to find that in this 
interest on the part of the Chinese nothing of an unfavourable 
nature has yet appeared. A letter from the Customs Taoutai ad- - 
mits the machinery duty free, and accepts the innovation in as 
friendly, if at the same time cautious, a spirit as could be desired. 

Count de Rochechouart arrived at Tientsin on the 22nd Aug., 
and it was expected that M. Geoffroy would arrive on the 24th, 
en route to Chefoo. There is no news yet of diplomatic move- 
ments as to the Audience Question, but it will be very strange 
now if the demand were not to be made, and if M. Thiers’s de- 


spatch to the Emperor should after all be sent to Prince Kung to 
forward. 
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The new Governor-General for Fuhkien and Chekiang, named 
Le Haou-neen, Jately Governor of Honan, reached Tientsin on 
the 18th Aug., on his way to Foochow, but instead of going by 
sea, proceeded next day, vic the Grand Canal, having, it is said, 
received the Emperor's command to take that route, in order to 
inspect on their state. 

The Governor-General of Shenso and Kansuh, Tso-teang-tang, 
is now over seventy years of age, and it is rumoured that he has 
applied to retire, and that Li Hung-chang is to replace him in 
Shense. It is more probable, however, that if Li leaves Chibli, 
he will go to Nangking as Viceroy. 


SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the lst September. There 
had been no mail arrival from London since that of July 12, which 
arrived out on the 23rd August. The following summary of 
news is from the North China Herald and Shanghai Courier :— 

We regret to have to mention that on the 23rd August tele- 
grams received here announced the suspension of the old es. 
tablished house of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., of London, and 
that some of our China houses are likely to be compromised by 
the occurrence. The Chinese are said to have expected as a re- 
sult of the news a forcing of the market for staple imports, and 
have consequently held back, but although business in imports 
has been dull and exchange has gone up in consequence, rates 
have suffered no diminution. 

It is announced that, owing to unforeseen difficulties in Lon- 
don, the establishment of the Bank of China is postponed for the 

resent. 
: We understand that the contract for the construction of the 
new free ferry across the Soochow Creek has been taken by Messrs. 
Farnham and Co., and that the works are to be proceeded with at 
once. 

As Mr. Lang,tho editor of the Evening Courier, was making 
his way home on foot from Shanghai to Hongkew about eight 
o’clock last night, and had reached a quiet and dark part of Nan- 
zing road, about 100 yards above the Police-station, he observed 
a Chinaman coming straight towards him, who, without uttering 
a word, struck him a violent blow on tho left temple and cheek 
with something hard which momentarily stunned him. The 
Chinaman stood back as if preparing to strike again, when Mr. 
Lang, recovering himself, called loudly for assistance, on which 
the Chinaman ran off towards the Bund. Lut the police at the 
station had heard the cries, and rushing out seized the Chinaman. 
A foreign hammer weighing about five pounds was found on the 
road, which on examination of Mr. Lang’s wound proved to be 
the weapon used. As a gold watch guard was visible on the 
breast of Mr. Lang’s coat, it is supposed that robbery was the 
motive of the assault. On being brought up at the Mixed Court, 
the prisoner, in the face of conclusive evidence that he was the 
only Chinaman in the street at the time, maintained that he 
knew nothing of the affair at all. His manncr was so bold, and 
his language so loud and insolent, that Chen ordered him to be 
beaten there and then ; and he accordingly received 200 blows. 
When his back was stripped it was observed that it was profusely 
marked with the weals peculiar to the foreign mode of flogging 
used at Hong Kong. Yet he persisted that he had never done 
anything wrong and had never been flogged in his life. The 
Superintendent of Police applied for a remand for a week, to give 
time to inquire more thoroughly into his antecedents. 

A case was tried at the U.S. (Consulate-General on the 28th 
Aug. before O. B. Bradford, Esq., Vice Consul-General, and 
Messrs. S. D. Webb, and W.C. Eastlack, Assessors. Messrs. Boyd 
and Co.,, engineers, sued Mr, F. H. B. Jenkins for ‘Ils. 589, for 
work done by his order on the engines of the steamer Daimio in 
March and April 1871. The work done was admitted ; buttit was 
pleaded in defence that defendant was known by plaintiffs to have 
been only acting as agent fur the owner—a Chinaman named 
Ping—and further, that. i. consideration of getting a subsequent 
and larger contract for work on the Da/mio, plaintiffs had agreed 
to waive their claim ivr the work now claimed for, Evidence for 
plaintiffs to rebut the defence was given by Mr. P. V. Grant, 

vartner of Messra. Boyd and Co., and sundry documents , were 

anded in. In support of the defence, evidence was given by 
Ping, the owner of the Daimio, by the defendant, and by Mr. C. 
P. Blethen. The learned Counsels then addressed the Court, which 
gave judgment for the defendant. 

At the Italian Consulate-Genera) Guiseppe Bolmida was brought 
upon acharge of uttering, knowing it to be forged, an endorse- 
ment ona dep sit receipt or acquittance, with mtent to obtain 
from the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China 
the sum of Ts. 300, and thereby cheat and defraud the estate of 
the Jate Abram Pease. The receipt was stolen from among the 
papers of Mr. Pease, at the time of his death, in hospital, and 
came into Dolmida’s hands. The prisoner was sentenced, under 
Art. 851 of the Italian Criminal Code, to four months’ imprison- 
ment in the Engli-h Consular jail, and to pay his own expenses. 

A case which has excited a good deal of interest has been dis- 
posed of at the Danish Consular Court. The defendant, Mr. 1. 
Curjel, has heen annoyed by disturbances in a neighbouring house 
occupied hy Chinese, and particularly by the screaming of a wo 
man. Believing that the woman was being beaten by her husband, 
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and anxious to have this and the annoyance to himself put an end 
to, he applied to the police, but as they could not interfere, he 
seized the Chinese complainant, and, taking him into a godown, 
tied his hands and gave him a flogging. It appeared subsequently 
that the woman’s screaming was the result of pain from sickness. 
The Court animadverted strongly on the manner in which defend- 
ant, acting on a mistaken impulse, took the law into his own 
hands, and fined him $500, with costs not to exceed $100, ordering 
him also to enter into his own recognisances in $1,000 to keep 
the peace towards Chinese for twelve months. 

Ix the police court a flagrant case of flogging on shipboard has 
been investigated. The complainant is a lad named Dennys, on 
board the ship Belted Will, and the defendant Captain Hollywell, 
of that vessel. The magistrate decided that three instances of 
unwarrantable flogging had been proved, and fined the defendant 
$75 and costs. 

The Taoutai of Shanghai, in response to an application from 
the Consular Body on behalf of the Municipal Council, has 
granted to the latter such ample powers as to the inspection of 
butchers’ shops, slaughter-houses, cattle-pens, &c., in and near 
the foreign settlements, that almost all conceivable cases of 
diseased cattle or meat can be dealt with summarily at the Mixed 
ak without the need of an application to any foreign tri- 

unal, 

We understand that the Municipal Council have voted a sum 
of Tis. 300 towards providing the Mounted Rangers with car- 
bines, but as the actual cost of supplying forty carbines will 
doubly exceed this sum, the members of the corps, at a general 
meeting held on Wednesday, agreed to subscribe Ts. 9 each, and 
so provide sufficient funds. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail extend to 7th September; the P. 
and O. mail from London 26th July arrived out on the 30th Aug. 
The following items of intelligence are taken from the China 
Mail and the Daily Press :— 


A meeting of the Legislative Council has been held, the Go. 
vernor and all the members being present. Three Japanese 
gentlemen, who have been before mentioned as visiting the colony 
for the purpose of noting the forms of English administration, 
were seated in the room, and appeared to watch the proceedings 
with much attention. A despatch was read from Karl Kimberley 
recommending to the attention of the Colonial Government 
Prince Philip and the son-in-law of the Kmperor of Brazil, who 
will shortly visit Hong Kong. The Acting Attorney-General 
read the report and draft ordnance of the committee appointed 
to inquire into the storage of explosive substances. The ordi- 
nance was ordered to be printed and placed in the hands of mem- 
bers. The Acting Attorney-General then read the report of the 
sclect committee upon the Brokers’ Ordinance, which recom- 
mended the postponement of legislation on the subject. The 
Lstimates for 1873 were theu brought forward and explained by 
the Acting Colonial Secretary. ‘The police force, which is to be 
strengthened, a new hospital, a new fresh water main, and some 
other items, formed the principal points touched on, and the full 
report will bo found of much interest. After some votea for 
minor sums the Council was adjourned until the 17th Sept. 

We note the arrival by the M.M. steamer Ava, from Shangai, 
of Count Rochechouart, late French Chargé d’Affaires at Peking. 
He proposed to go home via Siberia, but for some reason has 
chanzed his route. 

The performance of the Yedo Troupe, at the Lusitano Theatre, 
went off very succcssfully, and appeared to give satisfaction to the 
audience. The acrobatic feats by little All Serene on the balanced 
ladder were more extraordinary than any that have yet been 
given, while Miss Kitchi’s slack rope dancing and butterfly trick 
were both well appreciated. ‘The last trick, in which a live bull 
should have been balanced in a sampan, did not go off satisfac- 
torily, as the bull when got into the boat became restive, from 
being in a strange place. ‘The proprietor apologised for the short- 
coming, and to prove the strength of the acrobat, had half-a-dozen 
of the smaller members of the company placed in the boat, which 
thus loaded was balanced on his feet. 

We are glad to hear that the Amateur Dramatic Corps are 
making good progress with their arrangements for the coming 
season, Another comedy is in hand, and it is hoped to give a 
performance the first weck in October, to be followed by a regular 
series during the cool season. 

The Spanish steamer Bucno Ventura, a sister to, and belonging 
to the same owner as the steamship }rurac Bat—which vessel 
fitted up here and icft a few days back for Macao, for a cargo of 
coolies—has arrived here to fit up for the same purpose. 

The North-Qerman barque A/aric, reported ashore, empties and 
fills with water as the tide ebbs and flows, a rock having forced 
itself right through her bottom. ‘The tug Sir Jumsctjee Jvejvebhoy 
returned again to the wreck with more lighters, having towed in 
ten cargo boat loads of her cargo. ‘The steamtug Lume laid by 
her an hour or so, and left 1L1-C.M. steamer Chen-jud in 
attendance. Ca;:tain Cairns, Marine Surveyor, returned from the 
wreck in the Canton steamer. 

Ifa municipality were granted to us, we would in a very short 
timo find our strects properly paved, the lighting extended with 
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prudence, while in the water supply the inhabitants would be 
considered as a general body entitled, not from the accident of 
birth, but from the fact of being householders and ratepayers, to 
a sufficient supply of that necessary element. The much talked 
of question of a proper and efficient fire brigade would be taken 
off the shoulders of those officials who, from the position they 
occupy with credit to themselves and service to the State, ought 
not to be saddled with the duties attendant upon a superintendent 
of a fire brigade. 

Bazaars would be properly inspected, while street hawkers and 
chaiz-coolies would be under a supervision greatly missed at pre- 
sent. The conservancy of the different alleys and streets would 
be a further responsibility in a primary sense on the Municipal 
Commission, while that body would serve to secure more atten- 
tion from the police force, which, as at present constituted, we all 
know is far from what it should. 

Let Government grant us what we advocate as a trial even,and 
if at the end of a given time, say three or five years, the change 
has not resulted in improvement, then the authorities to have 
power to revert to the system now in force—a system which we 
condemn as entirely unfitted to the circumstances and require- 
ments of this colony, as eminently calculated to retard improve- 
ment, and as possessed of many points which will, sooner or later, 
combine to render Hong Kong unhealthy and unsafe. 

The alterations in the City Hall theatre have already been com- 
menced, and promise to make the stage, what it might easily be, 
one of the most convenient and well adapted to its purpose to be 
found in any theatre of the size. Other improvements are also 
in progress. Steps are being taken to guard the centre north 
windows against typhoons, and the outside of the building will 
shortly be renovated. 

We regret to learn that Dr. Young, so long the well-known and 
efficient medical superintendent of the Civil Hospital, has resigned 
his appointment, on account, as we are informed, of some dif- 
ference of opinion between LI. E. the Governor and himself. Know- 
ing nothing of the merits of the case we cannot, of course, offer 
any comment, and therefore confine ourselves to a simple an- 
nouncement of the fact. 

The German barque Martha has been sold, and has hoisted the 
American flag ; she is commanded by the master of the late Ame- 
rican ship Congress.

BANGKOK. 

The Stam Advertiser has the following :— 

On the 16th Aug. the examinations of the Petch’aburee Indus- 
trial School were held. The young ladies were examined in 
reading, arithmetic, and geography, and original composition. 
They took their turns at the black board, and read their original 
pieces, without evincing any particular embarrassment, although 
the schoolroom was crowded, and at the head of the audience 
were seated the mother and wife of the Governor, and the Lieut.- 
Governor and his wife. This is the more remarkable, too, because 
but a few months ago these young women were not able to read 
a word even of their own language. 

Afterthe examinations the Rev. N. A.McDonald delivered a short 
extempore address to the members of the school. In the after- 
noon a bazaar was held, of the products of the Industrial School, 
consisting of clothing for the natives and fancy work of various 
kinds. The bazaar was liberally patronised by those high in 
rank who were present and also by the other natives. On the 
18th the new Mission Chapel was dedicated to the worship of 
Almighty God. The dedication sermon was preached by the 
Rev. C. 3. Bradley from 1st Kings 8, 27—‘ But will God indeed 
dwell on the earth”? The house was crowded, and numbers were 
seated outside, but Mr. Bradley’s superior knowledge of the native 
Janguage and his excellent sermon commanded profound atten- 
tion. The dedication prayer was made by Rev. N. A. McDonald. 
On the afternoon of the same day the Rev. 8S. G. McFarland 
baptised two native converts, after which he administered the 
sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—-o— 
. SINGAPORE. 

Advices extend to the 16th September; the P. and O. mail 
from London Aug. 9 arrived out Sept.8. The Singapore Daily 
Times supplies the following summary of news :— 

The last Government Gazette contains an order of the Gover- 
nor in Council with regard to the Steam Vessels Bill, directing 
that applications for the survey of steamers shall be made to the 
Colonial Secretary at Singapore and the Lieut. Governor at Penang. 
These officers are to kecp in their offices a list of ship surveyors 
and a list of engineers appointed by the Governor, and when a 
survey is to be held one surveyor must be taken from each list 
in the order of their names. Licut.-Co'snel Smith, having suc- 
ceeded to the command of the troops in the Straits, was on the 
£nd Sept. sworn in as a tember of the Exccutive Council. The 
Sppointments are notified of Mr. Il. F. Plow to be a Justice of 
the Peace, of Mr. D. f, A; Hervey a Acting Police Magistrate at 
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Malacca, Mr. C. E. Velge as Acting Senior Sworn Clerk at Singa- 
pore, vice Mr. Hervey, and Mr. R. W. Maxwell tobe Acting Sheriff 
of Singapore, vice Mr. Velge. 

Before the Ports and Harbours Bill comes before the Legisla- 
tive Council for final reading, we would join the unofficial mem- 
bers in opposing the principle involved of giving the Master At- 
tendant power to interfere in the working and management of 
the private wharves and docks, and of the shore within the har- 
bour limits to within fifty feet of high water mark. It is true 
this power is to be exercised only under rules to be made by 
the Gorernst in Oouncil, and we are told it would be wrong to 
expect that the Governor would make rules by which its officers 
ire be entitled to exercise undue interference with private 
rights. 

The official reports from Deli come down to ‘the ‘9th August, 
and are to the following effect:—On the 21st July, the troops, 
without suffering any loss, took and burnt two campongs ; on the 
24th, 200 men, with one howitzer and three mortars, marched to 
Ujong Barat, found it abandoned, and burnt it. During the up- 
ward march, the Battas attacked the advance guard, but were 
repulsed with the loss of thirty killed. After these losses, the 
Battas seemed to have withdrawn into the mountains, and they 
seem to be disinclined to aid the rebellious Datus, who begin to 
suffer from want of money, arms, and ammunition. These things 
make the state of affairs in the inland portions of the country 
much more tranquillising. 

The feud between the Ghee Hoks and Siy Lims has broken 
out afresh, and both parties made several raids into the 
streets, but the police managed to prevent anything serious. Five 
men only were arrested, one having a flay mounted on a pole in 
his possession. QOae man was sent to hospital, but he had only 
a, badly bruised eye, owing, it is supposed, to a heavy fall while 
endeavouring to escape over the roofs of the houses. The police 
are still patrolling the streets in the disturbed quarter of the 
town, and it is probable that nothing serious will occur. 

The Sarawak Gazette says :—A large ship, chartered by a China 
company, is loading bilian at the mouth of the Rejang. The 
visits of timber ships to this river are now becoming periodical, 
and a large gang of coolies is regularly employed on shore cutting 
down the trees and squaring the blocks for shipment. The 
timber, which is felled at some distance up the river, is brought 
down the stream, and put on board at the mouth. There is a 
great abundance both of bilian and other fine woods for building 
purposes in the old jungle on this river, and the present traders 
are said to make large profits on the sale of the timber in China. 
In countries infested by white ants iron-wood posts are a great 
necessity if any permanence is expected in houses, and every fa- 
cility is offered here to those who are willing to work it either for 
home use or exportation.

IMPORTS. 

SHANGHAI.—Manufactured Goods.—The market had continued ex- 
tremely dull for all descriptions of cloth, prices generally showing a 
further slight decline as compared with the figures of Jast mail. At 
Tientsin and Hankow the trade was still reported to be unsatisfactory, 
and, in view of heavy stocks of the leading articles, doalers were only 
buying for immediate requirements, expecting that a lower range of 
value would be established. Of Grey and White Shirtings and T-Cloths 
the additional settlements had been very limited, and easier rates had, 
in most instances, been accepted. English and Dutch Drills had been 
in less demand, but were firmly held. In Fancy Cottons there was no 
change to report, and the market for Wuollens continued strong, with 
fair demand, 

Hone Kone.—Nog. 16/24 Yarns were lower, but Nos. 23/32 steadily 
commanded former currencies. Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths were 
being quitted at reduced rates, but Drills were in demand and were 
dearer. Long Ells, Blankets and Camlets were in dsmanil at steady 
prices. The market for Metals was very firm. Quicksilver was quoted 
$99.00 to 100.00. Rice was lower, as demand was slack. 

SAIGON.—In the market for Piece Guods there was scarcely any 
change to report. A dull tone prevailed, but at the following quota- 
tions sales could be effected :—Grey Shirtings, 8} lus. $2.65 per piece ; 
7 Ibs., $2.30 to 2.25. Irish Linen, No. 150, $1.75 per piece ; No. 120, 
$1.70. T-Cloth, 6 lbs., $1.75 per piece; 5 Ibs., $1.45; 4} Ibs., $1.32 ; 
4 lbs., $1.25. 

SINGAPORE.—There had been no alteration of any importance in 
the market.

TEA. 

Hankow.—Advices to 27th Aug. reported a fair amount of business 
for the interval, settlements being 8,000 chests. Shipments to Shanghai 
on native account had amounted to 13,U00 chests. 

SHANGHAI. — Black: A good general business continued to be 
transacted without any noticeable change in values. Late receipts had 
consisted principally of the commoner grades, and the market was well 
supplicd with this class, while desirable parcels were becoming rather 
scarce, The settlements reported duting the week had beon 20,253 
chests, reshipttionts 2,087 chests, and the stuck was edtittiated ot 41,461 
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chests. Green: Buying has continued on the basis of the previous week, 
and purchases were about equally divided between English and American 
buyers. Settlements: Moyune, Teenkai, Fychow, 19,747 half-chests ; 
Pingsuey, 4,710 half-chests; total, 24,457 half-chests; stock, 39,500 
half-chests. 5 

FoocHow.—For the period of the season an unusually large busi- 
ness, principally in Congou, bad been done during the week. Congou: 
Settlements had been 31,114 chests at Tls, 6 to 274, and Tls. 80 for 
boxes. The large business transacted had given a firmer tone to the 
market, and an advance of from 5 mace to a tael may be quoted on all 
Teas over Tls. 14. Arrivals, 16,150 chests. Souchongs: 1,823 chests 
had been taken at Tls. 15 to 28, and Tis. 37 for boxes, prices showing 
a hardening tendency towards the close. Arrivals, 1,500 chests. 
Oolongs : No business reported. Arrivals, 5,960 half-chests. Scented 
Teas: Settlements, 6,700 boxes at Tls. 13 to 23 for Caper, and Tis. 21 
to 25 for Scented Orange Pekoe. Arrivals, 5,725 boxes. Flowery 
Pekoes: Settled, 100 chests at Tls. 29 to 39}. Arrivals, 100 chests. 

Amoy.—But little business had been doing in Ooloongs, and with 
the ruling quietness, Teamen were inclined to accept lower rates. 
Arrivals of Ooloongs to date, 150,683 half-chests ; settlements 137,119 
half-chests ; and stock, 13,571 half.chests. 

CANTON.—The market had remained quiet and inactive since the 
departure of the English :mail. Buyers showed no desire to purchase 
from the stock on offer at prices which meet the ideas of holders. A 
few musters of Scented Orange Pekoe from the fourth crop had been 
shown, but not in sufficient quantity to represent the quality of the 
crop. No musters of Scented Caper had been exhibited. The Teamen, 
as a rule, were firm, and prices must be quoted nominally the same as 
last mail. 

SILK. 


Canton.—~-There had been a small demand for Taatlees, and consi- 
derable settlements had resulted at a slight decline. Holders were less 
willing to sell at a further reduction, though at the close the market 
was quiet at $475 for market Tsatlee. Shipments by this mail would 
be 800 to 900 bales. For re reels there was less inquiry, and no con- 
tracts are reported: prices for these still had a downward tendency. 

SHANGHAI.—There had been much leas activity during the week, 
buyers being apparently discouraged by rather unsatisfactory ad- 
vices that had been received from London by telegraph. Values had 
consequently become decidedly weak, and Silkmen showed anxiety 
to sell at any figures approximate to the quotations ruling last mail, 
although owing to the firmness of markets in the interior no material 
decline had been submitted to. Additional settlements »mounted to 
800 bales, making the total to date 30,300 bales. The unsold stock was 
estimated at 9,000 bales, which, however, included a considerable quan- 
tity of Szechuen Silk. Among the settlements were Koo-fong-sing’s 
chop No. 3, at Tis.590; Red Peacocks at Tls. 510; and Blue Elephants 
at Tls. 5274 to 580. 

The Messagerics Maritimes Company’s steamer Ava, with the present 
inword mail, arrived at Marseilles on the 16th inst., at 11 p.m. Her 
cargo for London—viz., 525 bales of silk, 4,066 packages of Tea, 203 
packages of copper, 933 bales of tobacco, 333 packages of sundries — 
will be forwarded per Company’s steamer Delta to London, where it 
may be expected on the 29th inst.

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THE JAPANESE AMBASSADORS IN EDINBURGH. 
The Japanese Ambassadors Icft Glasgow on the 11th inst., and 
after paying a brief visit to Lord Blantyre, whose residence, 
Erskine-house, is in near proximity to Glasgow, they arrived in 
Edinburgh on the evening of the 12th, Saturday last. On arriving 
at the railway station the Ambassadors were driven to the Royal 
Hotel, where the Japanese flag was hoisted in honour of their visit. 
In the course of the evening they were waited upon by the Lord 
Provost of the city. Unlike the other cities they have visited, 
no formal invitation was given to them by the local authorities or 
public institutions. Ilence there was no grand banquet prepared 
for them by the Lord Provost and Town Council, like those 
given by the wealthy Corporations of Glasgow, Manchester, 
Liverpool, and London. Nevertheless, they were shown a great 
deal of attention by individual citizens, and appear to have been 
much gratified with the natural beautics of Edinburgh and neigh- 
bourhood, and the art establishmeuts for which the place is famous, 
On Monday, the 14th, the members of the Embassy left the 
Hot:l, accompanied by Professor Archer, who took them first to 
the Siguet Library, next to the Advocates’ Library, and after- 
wards to the Parliament House and Courts, where they were 
received by Mr. Matheson, of Her Majesty's Board of Works. 
The Museum of Science and Art was next visited, and afterwards 
the University. Here they were received by Sir Robert Christison, 
Bart., and, accompanied by the librarian, they went through the 
library. The inspection of the University over, the Ambassadors 
entered carriages and drove to Dunsappie Loch in Queen’s Park. 
An ascent was then made to Arthur's Seat, from which the party 
obtained a view of the city and its suburbs. <Atter having gone 
through Iolyrood Palace the party proceeded to the engineering 
works of Messrs. Umpherston anil Co. (late Messrs. Tenants’), to 
inspect ‘Thomson's road steamer, which was shown in use, and ex- 
cited great attention on the part of the Chief Ambassador, who 
rode upon it, and examined every part minutely. The Embass 
afterwards visited the Leith Oil Mills, owned by Messrs. Tod an 
‘Thomson, the flour mills of Messrs, A. and R. ‘Tod, the Vosges | 
ink factory of Messrs. Fleming and Company, and the rope an 
sailcloth manufactory of the Edinburgh Ropery Company. In all 
of these establishments the visitors seemed very much interested, 
and took away with them samples of the various manufactures. 

On Tuesday, the 15th, the AmbassaJors again placed themselves 
under the guidance of Professor Archer, and visited several places 
of interest. In the morning they went to the North British 
Rubber Works, where they were reccived by several of the di- 
rectors of the company. After a close inspection of these works, 
the Ambassadors proceeded to the Melville Drive, in order to get 
a view of the public recreation grounds in the south side of the 
city ; and afterwards to Beeslack, near Penicuick, where they were 
received by Mr. John Cowan, and entertained to luncheon. Sub- 
sequently they drove to the Messrs. Cowan's paper works at 
Valleyfield, and after a visit to that establishment, they turned 
their steps towards Roslin, the chapel of which they minutely in- 
spected. After a ramble through the glen at Hawthornden, the 
party returned to the Hotel. 

Next day, the 16th, the Ambassadors left Granton on board 
the steamer Pharos, which exhibited the Japanese flag at 
the fore, and the Commissioners’ flag at the main, besides 
her usual bunting. The flags belonging to the pier, Custom- 
house, as well as those of the vessels in the harbour, were 
also displayed. Visits were paid to the Isle of May, Bell Rock, 
aud Abb’s head lighthouses. Breakfast was served on board 
shortly after the arrival in the morning ; subsequently luncheon 
was partaken of; and on the way home in the evening dinner was 
provided. After dinner, Sheriff Dingwall Fordyce (who presided) 
proposed the ** Queen,” and then the ‘‘ Mikado, Emperor of Ja- 
pan.” Afterwards the Sheriff gave the “health of the Chief 
Ambassador,” and on behalf of his colleagnes and himself ex- 
pressed the great pleasure they nad in having the honour of 
accompanying the Ambassadors on such a journey as they had had 
that day. Iwakura responded. His Ixcellency made a delicate 
allusion to the assistance which the Japanese Government had 
received in Japan in the construction of lighthouses from the 
Northern Lights Commissioners. Le also said that twenty light- 
houses had been erected about Japan, but the Government there 
considered that these were only a beginning. Japan, like Eng- 
land, he continued, was an insular country, and the Government 
were resolved that it should be as well lighted as the coasts of this 
country. Sir Harry Parkes said he was much pleased in becom- 
ing thus acquainted with the Northern Lights Commissioners ; 
for though he had not seen them personally before he had been 
acquainted with them for some years. They had shed their re- 
fulgent light on Japan to a much greater extent than perhaps 
they were aware of. Sir Harry alluded to the able manner in which 
the lighthouses in Japan had been constructed under the direction 

| of Mr. Brunton, and concluded by proposing the ‘health of the 
; chairman and of Mr. Cunningham.” Sheriff Fordyce replied. 
,; Yesterday the Ambassadors and a few of the principal members 
of the staff, accompanicd by Sir Harry Parkes, General Alexander, 
| and Mr, Aston, proceeded for a short tour in the;Llighlands, from 
| whence they will return to Edinburgh to-morrow, and on Mon- 
day, the 21st inst., the whole party will proceed to Newcastle. 

The scientific staff of the Kmbassy has algo been occupied in a 

tour of inspection in the vicinity of the Northern Capital. On 
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the 12th inst., these members of the Embassy paid a flying vist to 
Leven, and visited the extensive iron foundry of Mesars. Henr 
Balfour and Company, inspecting closely the operations of aoulds 
ing, casting, &c. This firm were at the time engaged in construct- 
ing tanks and other apparatus for the copper mint of Japan. The 
company afterwards inspected the process of manufacturing 
artificial food for cattle, examining the various processes repeat - 
edly, and eliciting from Mr. John Balfour information as to the 
prices of the raw material and of the manufactured stuffs, specimens 
of which they took away. This branch of the Embassy will join 
the main body at Newcastle. They have been accompanied dur- 
ing their visit to Scotland by Mr. Brunton, C.E. 








THE PANTHAY MISSION. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

The London and China Telegraph is not a paper to find many readers 
in England. It supplies a summary of prices current, commercial 
news, and other intelligence direct from the chief seats of Eastern trade 
in Japan, the China Seas, and the Archipelago, useful to merchants 
whose business connects them with those regions; but these are not 
matters of interest to the public outside of that limited circle. An 
article in the last issuc, headed ‘The Panthays,” which has just come 
under our notice, affurds a good illustration of the perversely mischievous 
tendency of the views so constantly advocated. The immediate object 
of the leader appears to be to cast reproach on the Government of this 
country for not having taken more decided and active steps in recent 
years to open up a route through Burmah into Yunnan, as a means of 
coromunication and traffic with that province and the whole south-west 
of China. And the opportunity is taken, apropos to this much-debated 
question of the practicability of sucha route and its value in the interests 
of commerce, to assail the policy of the Government in refusing official 
recognition of what the writer is pleased to designate “ Prince Hassan’s 
Mission.”’ It may be remembered that during the past twenty years va- 
rious schemes have been brought forward for effecting the first object ; 
and different lines have been a:lvocated by Captain Spry and others, as 
affording the neccssary conditions of facility and security. A survey 
was still more recently attempted, under the auspices of the Indian 
Government, of the line of country between Rangoon and the Chinese 
border, but the difficulties were found too great—partly from the dis- 
turbed state of the border districts, but mainly, it is believed, from the 
covert intrigues and hostility of the Burmese authorities. Whether 
under more favourable conditions a renewed effort might be more suc- 
cessful, and whether the end is sufficiently practical and important to 
justify the Government in incurring the risk of collisions and the ex- 
pense of further explorations in the present state of the three regions— 
the kingdom of Burmah, the insurgent province of Yunnan in China, 
and the intervening lands of the semi-independent and wholly un- 
civilised Hill tribes—it is not our object here to discuss. We are con- 
cerned with the peculiar doctrines of international law and British 
policy which the London and China Telegraph maintains, 

We would only observe, by way of comment on this doctrine of the 
policy of recognising as an independent State one of the eighteen pro- 
vinces of China in a chronic state of revolt, while we still maintain 
friendly relations with the Emperor of China and an Envoy at Pekin, 
that it is fortunate for Great Britain that no Government could be found 
williug to endorse an act which would violate one of the first principles 
of the rights of nations. The ‘‘ English official notion of international 
relations’ rightly presented to the Government the obligation of refusing 
Official recognition of the Panthay delegates as representing an inde- 
pendent State. Whether the Mahommedan and other insurgents in the 

south and west of China may ultimately succeed in maintaining a se- 
parate existence, and establishing their independence in Yunnan or 

.other portions of the Chinese territories, remains to be seen. And in 
the meantime, looking to the past history of China, and the often- 
recurring insurrections of different portions, we must conclude that such 
an issue of the present revolt is only remotely possible, and opposed 
to all the experience of past centuries. As to the feelings with which 
the Panthay visitors may have returned to their own province, it is 
probable they were not very well satisfied with the result of their 
mission. But it is obvious that their position was such as to give them 
no claims to put themselves on a level with the envoys of the King of 
Burmah—a monarch in undisputcd possession of power, and the head of 
an independent State with which we have treaties and estublishcd rela- 
tions. Nor, had it been otherwise, and circumstances had permitted 
the Government to send them away better pleased, is there any rational 
ground for believing that their leaders in Yunnan either could or would 
have contributed, by any action on the Hill tribes and the Burmese, the 
slightest assistance towards the realisation of the scheme which the 
London and China Telegraph desires to promote; and we may add, in 
conclusion, very little chance that they would have lent any material aid 
on their own side of the border, or certainly that they would not oppose 
it as introducing a new element of trouble. 





PORT SAID AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 

A report has been presented to the Government by Mr. Barker, Her 
Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Port Said, relative to the commercial posi- 
tion and prospects of that port. Mr. Barker states that the consump- 
tion of coal, which at present forms the principal trade of Port Said, 
has greatly increased, and has become a most important branch of 
commerce, in consequence of the increase in the number of steamers 
arriving there. The depots are on the Egyptianside ofthe canal, and 
the Government of the country, considering the coal to be in transit, 
levy no dues upon it, and, for various reasons, PortSaid appears des- 
tined to become an important centre for the various products of the 
Egyptian Delta, the regulations of the port being equally favourable 
for the storage and transhipment of merchandise. No revenue charges 
are levied by the Government of Egypt upon transit goods; nor are 
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dues laid upon steamers discharging cargoes en route for another des- 
tination. The only rate imposed is one of two centimes per ton upon 
vessela remaining in the port more than twenty-four hours, and even 
this may be avoided, for the port being well sheltered, the shipment 
or upshipment of cargoes is rarely interrupted by bad weather. This 
fact, Mr. Barker hopes, will remove a false impression which exists 
among merchants in England. There are already established in the 
port a number of shipping agency offices, and the Imperial Ottoman 
Bank has opened a new branch. The French and English Governments, 
in view of the increasing importance of Port Said, have bonght a 
quantity of land, for use as depots for goods, an example which has 
been followed by Russian, English, and Austrian steamship companies, 
Mr. Barker's report concludes by stating that there appears every reason 
to believe that the future of Port Said isfull of promise. The complete 
navigability of the canal has been proved ao conclusively that there 
is no doubt that steam traffic will be maintained, and the purchase of 
lands by wealthy and influential companies will necessarily increase 
the importance, population, and progress of the town, and render it 
an advantageous outlet for the products of the interior. 


GERMANY.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


HAmpBorg, Oct. 15. 

I notice that one of your correspondents, writing from Hong Kong, 
under date of August 16 last, mentions as an important topic of poli- 
tical interest “the renouncement by Germany of her Treaty with 
Ching.” Whether his information is correct or not, depends on his 
definition of the word “ renouncement,” which I understand to mean 
abandon or give up—Dr. Johnson says “to disown, to abnegate”— 
and if that is what your correspondent means, it is certainly not cor- 
rect ; vor would it be more correct to make use of the word “ denounce,” 
which has of late come into fashion in relation to the Treaty with 
France for want of a better word to express the notice given by one 
contracting party to the other of its intention to make us¢ of its stipu- 
Jated right that the Treaty shall cease and terminate within a stated 
period. This latter is certainly not the case, after Germany has taken 
such infinite pains to obtain a footing in China, first on sufferance and 
under rather humiliating circumstances, and then on equality, securing 
her rights by a State treaty with tho most favoured nation clause; and 
the trade has become far too valuable for the Germans needlessly and 
wilfully to ‘‘ renounce ” the advantages and profit they derive from their 
intimate relations with China. 


The fact is that the Treaty, which was negotiated and concluded by 
Connt Kulenberg for ten years’ expired in June last, when, according to 
the stipulations entered into, it shall be revised and renewed. In my 
letter of May 28—which you will find in the London and China Ez- 
press of May 31 last—I mentioned the fact, and that Prince Bismark 
had invited the Chambers of Commerce to communicate to him their 
wishes as to the new clauses deemed advantageous for the German 
trade, with particulars of the answers they had given. I am 
aware that instructions have been sent out to the German Envoy 
at Peking to open negotiations, but of what nature they are is, of 
course, a secrct between him and the Foreign Office at Berlin. But this 
I do know, on the best authority, that the Government at Berlin have 
no wish to go in for the revision single-handed ; they are quite willing 
and anxious that all the treaty Powers should unite and agree iu their 
demands on the Chinese Government. 


The Berlin semi-official Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung contains 
the following :—‘‘ It is well known that in Japan a considerable number 
of industrial objects are produced in a much more perfect manner than 
they can be manufactured in Europe; among these may be mentioned ~ 
their lacquer ware und works in enamel, paper, and metals. They have 
a peculiar method of their own in working up these raw materiale, 
the particulars of which, if not absolutely kept secret, have at least 
never been brought to this country. The Prussian Minister for Trade 
has now issued circulars to the Chambers of Commerce, expressing his 
readiness to have researches made into the subject on the spot, and to 
publish what he can learn about it for general information. The 
Chambers of Cummerce are therefore invited to state to him if it is for 
the interests of the German manufacturers to obtain further insight 
into the Japanese mode of working up the raw materials, and what 
particular branches it would be most useful to learn, and if so, to re- 
commend to him a suitable person of intelligence as well as theoretical 
and practical general knowledge of business and manufactures, who 
would be willing to go to Japan at the expense of the Government, 
and remain there a couple of years to study the system and make him- 
self master of the details.” 


COMMERCIAL. 


The dealings in Teas have been more numerous, and assumed greater 
dimensions since last report. Among the sales by importers were 
41094/4, 1,058/8, and 275/16 chests of Congou, as well as 380/83 chests 
Souchong ; but there is no altcration in the values. For cleaned Rice 
a considerable demand has sprung up, chiefly for export; about 10,000 
bags of rough have been taken by millers. Cassia Lignea commands an 
easy sale at 10 to 103 sch. beo. Singapore Pepper is firm at 7} paid, 
but Penang is a shade lower, being offered at Gi, though the stock is 
nearly exhausted. 204 chests of partially damaged Star Annis, ex Hong 
Kong, and 42 chests of sound, by same ship, have been sold by public 
auction. A decided improvement both in the demand and price of 
Spelter has to be recorded; above 10,000 centners have been sold, 
mostly special marks, at 15 mks. 6 sch. beo., and 15.3 for ordinary sorts.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

Ricutiy to estimate the importance attaching to the re- 
cent arrival of M. Gzorrroy at Peking, it is necessary to 
recall the tenour of the diplomatic intercourse which has 
of late taken place between the Governments of France and 
China. It will not be forgotten that on the first arrival of 
Caune How at Versailles on his mission of apology for the 
massacre at Tientsin, he was treated with considerable cool- 
ness, and was refused the audience he sought with the Pre- 
SIDENT. A hasty retreat in the direction of China was the 
consequence of this rebuff. From some unexplained cause, 
however, M. Tiers thonght proper to change his tactics, 
and a telegram which overtook the discomfited Ambassador 
at New York brought him back post haste to Versailles, 
where, on a distinct understanding that the same privilege 
would be accorded to the French Minister by the Emperor 
of Cutna, he was received in official audience by the 
Presipent of the newly-constituted Republic. But more 
than this, M. Taiers was unwilling to grant his request 
to be allowed to carry tohis Government the letter 
containing an acceptance of the apologies he had brought, 
and, further, he was given to understand that the fu- 
ture continuance of friendly relationships between the 
Courts of Paris and Peking would depend on the manner in 
which the Emperor received the newly-appointed French 
Minister, who was to be the bearer of that communication. 
The presence of M. Georrroy in Peking is, therefore, tanta- 
mount to the announcement that that diplomatic cruz, the 
Audience Question, is about to be reopened, and, it is to be 
hoped, finally settled. 

At the present moment there is dead calm in the political 
world at Peking. But we need not adduce the now famous 
remark of Mr. HaMMOND on welcoming Lord GRranvILLE at 
the Foreign-office to illustrate how often a political calm is 
but the prelude to fierce and deadly struggles. The mar- 
riage of the Emperor, and the absence of some of the Fo- 
reign ministers from Peking will leave the great question yet 
a little longer in abeyance, and the current of events will 
therefore for a time continue to run smoothly on. But the 
next few months are pregnant with events of the highest 
importance to China. Of the exact nature of the demands 
which M. Georrroy is instructed to make on the behalf of 
France we are, of course, ignorant. Yet it is possible to 
gain some clue to the main point at issue from a memoran- 
dum, of which we are most appositely reminded by the 
China Mail, addressed by M. RocnecHouarT to Mr. Low, 
the American minister, in which he says :—“I place the so- 
“ lution of the question of audience with the Emperor first, 
“and the arranging a treaty of etiquette regulating the de- 
“ tail of our official life in a manner honourable to our Go- 
“ vernments and to ourselves.” This, then, is the first question 
to be settled, and many weighty considerations attach to its 
discussion. It is the question on the satisfactory settle- 
ment of which depends our position in the eyes of the 
Chinese, and the continuance of our peaceful relations 
with them. The admittance of the Foreign Ministers 
to the presence of the Emperor will be our voucher 
of political equality with these arrogant Pekingites. We 
have already submitted far too patiently to be placed 
on a lower social scale than that to which we are 
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entitled by treaty. That such a state of things should be 
allowed by a country governing India is incredible, and it 
now becomes the duty of the Foreign Ministers to give “a 
long pull, a strong pull, and a pull altogether ” to establish 
once and for all a satisfactory basis for our future communi- 
cations with the “Son of Heaven.” No doubt opposition 
will be offered by the Emperor's advisers to this demand, or 
if they appear to make the concession, they will in all pro- 
bability attempt to attach to it such conditions as will rob it 
of its principal value. Against such shifts the Foreign 
Ministers must be upon their guard. Nocompromise in the 
matter should be entertained for an instant; we have sub- 
mitted to them too often. We demand that our Ministers 
should be received on exactly the same footing and in exactly 
the same manner as officials of similar rank are received 
by European Sovereigns, and nothing short of this can be 
accepted. 

We are reminded also by a circular, which we published 
in our last issue, addressed by the French Minister of Agri- 
culture to the Presidents of the various Chambers of Com- 
merce in France, that the time fixed for the revision of the 
Treaties is fast approaching. That the French are fully 
alive to the importance of again taking a prominent part in 
affairs in China the appearance of this Circular is satisfac- 
tory evidence. Foreign interests in the Flowery Land have 
already suffered sufficiently from the disasters which have of 
late overtaken their unfortunate country, and we welcome 
this sign of returning power as a happy omen. The Ger- 
mans also are moving, but not quite so precipitately as is re- 
ported in Hong Kong. Our German Correspondent’s letter 
tells us that the Government of Berlin have simply given 
instructions to their representative at Peking to give notice 
of a demand for a revision of the Treaty ; but it is not at 
all their wish to proceed otherwise than in concert with 
Great Britain and other Powers in making a new Treaty with 
China. They are strengthened in this view by the non-rati- 
fication of Sir RurHERFoRD ALcock’s convention by our Go- 
vernment. It is time, however, that our Foreign-office should 
move in the matter. 





THE PANTHAYS AND THE PALL MALL GAZETTE, 

Tue Pall Mall Gazette is a journal which may possibly 
have its candid intervals, but candour is evidently a com- 
modity so precious to the editorial mind, that it never vouch- 
safes the smallest modicum of it tous. Ever since it de- 
volved upon us to expose the blunderings of our respected 
contemporary’s views on the missionary question in China— 
and we are sure we did it with all the gentleness which it is 
a duty to exercise, when imbecility has to be put under re- 
straint—the Pall Mall has misrepresented us, and quoted 
us unfairly. It has done so this week. We do not parti- 
cularly object to this, if the Editor likes it, and can afford it ; 
but it may be just as well to notice the progress of the com- 
plaint, as such symptoms afford the surest indication of the re- 
lapse of such patients. In a late issue we commented with 
pleasure on the announcement that Mr. Cooper, the well-known 
explorer, had accompanied the Panthay Envoys on their return 
to Yunnan, and we expressed our opinion that there was no- 
thing in the civil war, still smouldering in China, which need 
prevent the accomplishment of the direct trade route through 
Burmah into Yunnan. We stated that “it by no means fol- 
‘* lows that, because the Panthays are in arms against the 
‘« Tmperial forces, the trade between the two countries must 
“ therefore be suspended, So far from this being the case, 
“ there are, at the present time, recognised Custom-houses 
“ established on the frontier between the kingdom of Tali 
“ and China, and we have only to remember how little our 
“ own trade with China was affected by the war of 1860-61 
“ to prove how entirely mercantile interests are looked upon 
‘as separate and apart from political enmities by the prac- 
“ tical-minded Chinaman.” ‘There is not one line in our 
article advocating the “ policy of recognising as an indepen- 
dent State one of the eighteen provinces of China,” with 
which the Pall Mall charges us. We simply stood out 
for the right of discovery, and the right of trade, and 
wished Mr. Cooper Gop speed in his arduous task. 
We keep the same ground still, and we say that it 
would have been more to the credit of the farsightedness 
of our Foreign-office if the hospitality extended—or, rather, 
doled out—to Prince Hassan had not been so m as it 
was. If the Envoys had been regarded as mere rebels, their 
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welcome should have been nil; if as representatives of & 
hopeful and conciliatory State, it should have been given on & 
scale more worthy of our Government. As it is, the Pan- 
thays have gone home with the conviction that Lord 
GRANVILLE blows hot and cold. We are quite content 
to leave the sneering observation that we are “useful to 
merchants” to the appreciation of our readers. We hope 
we are so, we try to be so, and we certainly have no appre- 
hension that, whatever unexpected qualities may develop 
themselves in the Pall all, “ usefulness to merchants ” will 
be among the number. 





WE are glad to say that there is no foundation for the 
statements put forth by the Philadelphia Ledger and repro- 
duced in The Times, to the effect that there has been a sort 
of coup d'etat at Yedo, and that the old Daimio party have 
come again into the ascendant. There are no advices or tele- 
grams in any way substantiating this. ‘The Government of 
Japan remains in the same condition as when the Embassy 
of Iwakura left Yedo. With reference to the statement 
that the “ Embassy is stranded in London without authority 
or funds,” there is not an atom of truth in it. The necessary 
funds are still provided, and the Embassy is actively carrying 
out the objects of their mission, as evidenced by the daily re- 
ports in our papers. We cannot understand The Times 
putting in statements which carry their own contradiction. 
The following is the paragraph alluded to :— 

‘© Advices from Japan say that the old Japanese party will probably 
obtain the ascendency over the Reformers; that Minister Mori will be 
succceded by a representative of the non-progressives ; and that the 
spread of Western civilisation in the Empire will be stopped for tho 
present. Horace Capron, who went to Japan to orgunise a Department 
of Agriculture, and Peshine Smith, who went there to organise a Law 
Department, have been discharged. It is also stated that the Japanese 
Embassy to the Treaty Powers is ‘ stranded ’ in London, without autho- 
rity or funds, and that work on the Japanese war-vessel at New York 
has been stopped for want of moncy, owing to these complications.” 

Since the above was in type The Times has printed the 
following disclaimer :— 

The last papers from New York contain a denial of previous reporls 
from Japan to the effect that a reactionary policy was likely to be 
witnessed in that country. It is now admitted that the latest accounts, 
which reach to the 7th ult., ‘show the country to be quiet, and that 
Governmental affairs were progressing favourably.’ The circulation of 
the adverse statements appeara to have been connected with the pro- 
ceedings of a certain Mr. Peshine Smith, an American, who seems to 
have made himself notorious in Yokohama, and of whom an account 
is given in the Japan Weekly Mail of the 10th August. 


Tue son of the Foreign Minister of Siam, Sootcnat 
Buaannwonass, who has been through a course of English 
education during the past five years, and lately a student at 
Balliol College at the University of Oxford, returns to Bang- 
kok by the present mail. He embarked in the P. and O. 
Company’s steamer Simla at Southampton, accompanied by 
Mr.:D. K. Mason, the Consul for Siam in London, and other 
friends. There are still a number of Siamese studying in 
England, amongst whom is a son of the Prime Minister, who 
is in the Army. In connection with Siam we may notice 
that a Mint for Bangkok is in course of construction, under 
the superintendence of Mr. Mason. 


A TELEGRAM from Paris states that-the Minister for Japan, 
SamEsHIMa, accompanied by the Minister of Finance, has 
gone to Frankfort, to contract for a further supply of Bank- 
notes, similar to those contracted for through the Barou von 
Smsotp. We understand that the ‘efforts to settle a loan 
in the United States are now quite abandoned, and that it is 
doubtful if it will be raised in London, the’ opinion being 
that the Treasury officers in Yedo can do better on the spot. 
His Excellency Terasuima, the resident Envoy and Minis- 
tor Plenipotentiary, has fixed the Legation at No. 9, Upper 
Belgrave-street. 


Tue telegrams from Lisbon report that information had 
been received from Macao of an attack on the Settlement 
by Chinese, We have no confirmatory accounts in London, 
but we shall not be surprised to find that these attacks are 
owing to the atrocious Coolie trade, which the Government 
of Macao permits, notwithstanding the countless horrors it 
has oruiea 


Tue steamer Scotland, of 2,000 tons and 500-horse power, 
owned by Messrs. TEMPERLEY and Co., and lately employed 
in the Montreal trade, has been engaged to convey the 
troops to Singapore, noticed in our last issue. The steamer 
will have to proceed from Singapore to Hong Kong. 
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STEAMERS, &c., FOR THE FAR EAST. 

The screw steamer Teluk Ayer was launched on the 17th inst. 
from the yard of Messrs. Tankeoe and Blake, Northfleet. This 
steamer has been built to the order of Messrs. Paterson, Simons, 
and Co., of Singapore, and is intended for the local trade between 
the Straits, Saigon, Bangkok, &c. The builders have another 
steamer in hand for the same ownera, to be named the Celestial, 
which will be about 100 tons larger. 

Messrs. A.and L. Inglis have laid down another steamer for the 
Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, which is building under 
the superintendence of Captain Lewes, on behalf of the company. 
The same builders have also laid down one of the six steamers 
contracted for by Mr. Holt for the Yangtaze and other local China 
service. 

Two steamers have also been laid down on the Clyde for the 
new Trans-Pacific line between San Francisco, China, and Japan, 
the formation of which we noticed some time since. 

A small screw steamer, the Seagull, Captain Thatcher, has been 
despatched from Swansea for Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co., 
Hong Kong, intended for towing and other purposes. She pro- 
ceeds under sail and steam to Hong Kong. . 

The Laurel, which sailed on the 3rd inst. for Yokohama, took 
out some boilers intended for a stone crushing machine, 

The Carnarvonshire is taking out for Tientsin about 150 tons 
machinery, and two boilers for the Chinese arsenal at that port.

THE REPORT ON THE DIPLOMATIC AND CON- 
SULAR SERVICES, , 

A supplementary Blue-book on the Diplomatic and Consular 
Services has just been published, in which are contained the mi- 
nutes of evidence given before the Select Committee by Captain 
Crossman, Sir Rutherford Alcock, Mr. W. H. Medhurst, Sir 
Harry Parkes, and Mr. Henry Alabaster, as well as memoranda on 
the Consular Services in China and Japan by the threo first- 
named gentlemen and Mr. Mongan. As we have on previous oc- 
casions commented on the evidence given before the committee on 
the subject of our consulates in the Far East, and as also the 
memoranda handed in by Captain Crossinan, Sir R. Alcock, and 
Mr. Medhursat are merely recapitulations of their opinions as 
before stated by word of mouth, we shall now pass on to the con- 
sideration of Mr. Mongan’s very ably written paper. Mr. Mongan 
is evidently thoroughly well up in the subject of which he treats. 
He has made a careful study of the varying fortunes which have 
attended the different consulates since the dates of their establish- 
ment, and has digested the information he has obtaincd in a con- 
cise and telling manner. It is too often the case that officials 
when called upon for information with regard to the services to 
which they belong supply only vague assertions, ill considered 
opinions, and little that is really tangible. Mr. Mongan has 
avoided this error, and has given expression to his views in a clear 
and powerfully convincing paper. He begins by stating the twe- 
fold object of his memorandum, and says :— 


‘©The object of this memorandum is first to call the attention of the 
Select Committee now sitting on the Consular Service to the variations 
that from time to time have taken place in the salaries of the Consular 
officers placed in charge of the fourteen ports of China now open to 
foreign commerce, with a view of deprecating the system that seems 
still to be in operation, of generally reducing salaries as vacancies occur ; 
and, secondly, after adverting to the expenditure which the cost of 
living in China entails upon the Consuls, to make some suggestions for 
the amelioration of their conditions, the adoption of which would cost 
the public little, but would tend greatly to remove the fecling of dis- 
content and uncertainty as to the future now undoubtedly existing and 
increasing among Her Majesty’s Cousular servants in China.” 


He then proceeds to make good his complaint of the variations 
in amount to which the salaries of Consuls in China have been 
subjected by a carefully prepared tabular statement, from which it 
appears that, since their establishment, seven out of the twelve 
Consulates and Vice:Consulates now existing have been reduced in 
value by sums ranging from £200 to £600 per annum. In 1862, 
he adds, it was hoped “ that the China Consular service had been 
placed upon a somewhat permanent basis as regarded salaries, but 
many changes have taken place within the decade which has since 
almost elapsed, and the tendency of these has been to dishearten 
most of the officers in the service, and, pari passu, I am convinced 
to impair their efficiency as public servants. ‘Thus, one £900 a- 
year Consulate (that of Chinkeang) has been abolished; and, 
whilst in 1862 there were three £1,300 a-year Consulates, in 1872 
there is only one. Then there were five Consulates, which might 
be looked upon as prizes, viz., Canton, at £1,600; Shanghai, at 
£1,500 ; and Newchwhang, ‘Tangchow, and Hankow, at £1,300 
a-year each. Now there are only three. viz.. Canton, at £1,600 ; 
Shanghai, at £1,500 ; and Foochow, at £1,300 ; and of these it is 
morally certain that Canton will be reduced, on the occurrence of 
the next vacancy, to at least £1,300 a-year, if not to a lower 
rate. Having thus stated these facts and figures, I may now 
say that the chief grievance of which we have reason to com- 
plain in China is, I believe, this—that ever since the con- 
clusion of the ‘Treaty of Tientsin the rates of salary of the 
higher class of officers have, as a rule, been systematically re- 
duced as vacancies occurred at the several ports. This system, 
illustrated in the 1872-78 estimates by the reduction of the sala- 
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ries of the lately appointed Chinese Secretary, and Consul at 
Chefoo, is tending apparently to the establishment of a dull uni- 
formity in the rates of salary at all the ports, the result of which 
will most probably be the production before very long of an 
equally dull mediocrity in the mental and moral calibre of their 
incumbents. And if this system be not modified, and some prizes 
be not left as a healthy stimulus to exertion, it may also happen 
that the gradual lowering of the whole character of the service 
will ultimately endanger the maintenance of friendly relations 
with China, affected so much as these are in that country by the 
personal influence of our Consuls with both mandarins and 
‘ople. 
PME, Mongan next refers to the cost of living entailed on Con- 
suls in China, and shows that on many accounts the purchasing 
value of money has been so materially diminished of late years 
that unless those officials follow a somewhat similar course to that 
parsucd by Capt. Burton’s predecessor at Santos, who, according 
to that gentleman’s evidence in the present volume, ‘lived over a 
spirit shop, and washed his own stockings,” it is next to impossible 
for them, as married men with families, to make both ends meet. 
For these evils Mr. Mongan suvgests three remedies ; and we must 
here remark that he deals with the subject in hand rather too 
exclusively from a Consul’s point of view. He makes little 
or no mention of his weaker brethren—the juniors. Perhaps he 
considers that, with Sir Harry Parkes as their champion, these 
need no further support. But however that may be, he secs in a 
plan he proposes a means of satisfying the wants which he con- 
siders most pressing, at a cost of only £300 per annum. He would 
have the Consulate at Shanghai raised to a Consul-Generalship, 
with a salary of £1,800; and as to the other Consulates, he would 
fix the salaries of three at £1,300, of four at £900, and of three 
at £800 a-year. Ie also suggests that officers should be allowed 
to retire on a pension at the end of twenty years, irrespective of 
the actual state of their health at the time. And he further urges 
that “ facilities might be granted by Her Majesty's Government 
to its own officers in China for insuring their lives, and for the 
purchase of deferred annuities, at the rates ruling in Europe, in- 
stead of the higher rates of premium now charged for contracts 
of this nature to Europeans residing in the East by the life- 
nsurance offices in England.” 














ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION, 


The half-yearly mecting of this Bank was held on the 17th inst. at 
he Bank; Jumes Blyth, Esq., in the chair. 

The Chairman said this meeting was an interim one for the declara- 
tion of a dividend. He was glad to congratulate the shareholders on 
the success of the operations for the six months. So satisfactory had 
they been that they were enabled to at once provide for the logs sus- 
tained by the failure of Gledstanes and Co. 

Mr. C. J. F. Stuart, the chief manager, then read a statement showing 
the profits for the half-year to amount to £101,000, which, with 
£5,000 carried forward from Jast account, made £106,000. Of this 
sum the dividend now proposed would absorb £90,000, leaving £16,000 
to carry forward, 

Dr. Thom said the profits made by the Bank were highly satisfactory, 
but the loss by Gledstanes and Co. was very unsatisfactory, and he trusted 
the directors would take a warning by it. He would like to know the 
amount of the Bank’s loss, and after passing some strictures on the 
affair said he would reserve a fuller statement for the next meeting. 

The Chairman, in reply, said that the loss would be as follows: 
gross amount, £67,000, of which they expected to recover £24,000, 
leaving a loss of £43,000, to provide for which they had set aside 
£50,000. 

No further comments being offered the Chairman declared the divi- 
dend of 30:,per share, being at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum.

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 


LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of the Chartered Mer- 
cantile Bank of India, London, and China was held at the Bank on the 
15th inst. ; George G. Nicol, Esq., in the chair. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 4e report (to be found in 
another column), said this occasion was a very pleasant and agreeable 
one, and much more so than any similar one for many years past, 
inasmuch as he had to submit what might be considered a very satis- 
factory statement. The profit had been so large as to excite remark. 
The profit for the six months had amounted to £117,000, and, con- 
trasting this with the past profits, le could understand the shareholders 
asking how it had been done, to which he would reply, by legitimate 
banking business and exchanges with India. He laid the more stress 
upon this because a shareholder had asked if they had not been 
gambling; but he assured them it had been earned in the same 
manner as the profits for some years past, but this had been 
a very exceptional year as far as the exchanges had been con- 
cerned. The shareholders must not, therefore, take this as an average 
year, but as one which was exceptionally good, but of which he could 
nothold out the hope of a continuance. ‘The prospects for the current 
year, eo far as he could see, would be a fair average year. Although 
Josses must occasionally occur, he did not think they had any reason in 
the present half-year to expect them, nor had they made any during the 
past half-year, with the exception of that caused by the failure of Mesars. 
Gledstanea. With the firm of Pigou and Wilks they had formerly had 
large transactions, and had been their bankers; but they had entirely 
escaped loss, assome time ago they had been rather startled by the way 
in which that firm conducted its business, and they accordingly closed 
their account. Their only loss was by Messrs. Gledstanes, and it was a 
very considerable one. They were greatly astonished by the fuilure, as 
they had always relied upon the firm from their being represented at the 
Bank of England, and they could not suppose that any firm so repre- 
sented could be otherwise than solvent. He considercd that the posi- 
tion of the directors of the Bank of England was a scrious ani respon- 
sible one, but this fact shook confidence in the bank, and in that 
respect was likely to be very unfortunate. They had had the subject 
of Messrs. Gledstancs frequently befure the board, as rumours had 
occurred from time to time, but their continuing to be represented at 
the Bank of England had always turned the balance in their favour. 
But he hoped that great good would arise from it by the business of 
India and China being carried on with greater safety and reliance. 
The cause of the fuilure had been the abuse of credit in Lancashire. 
When he commenced his mercantile career, forty-five years ago, Man- 
chester goods were purchased for cash or short credit; but now houses 
were financing on goods for which not one shilling would ever be paid. 
Gledstanes and Co, had something like half a million of acceptances 
out, and the game was kept up by the India and China firms buying 
and selling bills. 

He hoped the whole of the [ndian banks would assist in put- 
ting down the six months’ asance in the India and China trade. 
They would recollect that some time ago this bank, in con- 
nection with other Indian banks, tried to reduce the usance to four 
months, but the attempt ended in a failure, owing to the opposition of 
the leading houses. He hoped these firms would now open their eyes 
and agree to a shorter usance, as, now that the Suez Canal was opened, 
three months was a long time, especially compared with Australia, whose 
trade was carried on by sixty days’ bills, and every bill was fortified by 
documents hypothecated with it, even by houscs quite equal to our 
best India and China firms. The amount for which they ranked on 
Messrs. Gledstanes’ estate was £54,000, and although he could not say 
what the loss would be with any certainty, yet he believed it would 
amount to about £35,000, but they would thus still have left a large 
sum to be carried forward; and if no other loss ahould occur he hoped 
at the end of the year to carry a very handsome sum to the reserve 
fund. He moved the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Richardson eaid a profit and loss account which showed a profit 
of 354 per cent. could not but be satisfactory ; and he trusted the loss 
of Gledstanes and Co. would induce the Bank directors to act more on 
the plan of the Australian banks, and stop the sv-called “ Credits.” 

Another Shareholder said he would very emphatically urge on the di- 
rectors to adopt the documentary security, and avoid credits. 

Dr. Thom said he was certainly startled at the large profits, but was 
satisfied with the chairman's statement. He passed some severe com- 
ments on the fact of the partners of Gledstanes and Co. holding seats at 
the boards of the Bank of England and the London and Westminster 
Bank up to the day of their failure, while they had been insolvent for 
years past, and only kept the firm afloat by drawing and re-drawing. 
He hoped the directors would ignore those credits or “ kites,” and have 
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something substantial in the way of documents. Gledstanes’ affairs 
should, at any sacrifice, have been wound up inthe Bankruptcy Court, 


The Chairman, in replying to the remarks of sharcholders, said they 


would certainly in future look more to shipping documents and accept 
only the credits of bankers. With regard to the firm of Gledstanes and 
Ce. he could sympathise with the indignation expressed, and he could 
assure them that tle cirectors made every effort to get the firm’s affairs 
wound up in the Court of Bankruptcy, but they were outvoted. If 
justice were done the partners would be arraigned at the Old Bailey 
for their misdeeds. Many persons less guilty of obtaining money under 
false pretences had to go through that ordeal. 
A voto of thanks to the chairman concluded the proceedings, 


Monetary ad Connnerctal. 


The half-yearly meeting of the Chartered {Mercantile Bank of 
India was held on the 15th inst., and a report of the ptoceedings 
will be found in another column. The chairman, it will be seen, 
alluded to the six months’ sight bills current in the India and 
China trade, and expressed a hope that they;would now become 
unsaleable, and that sixty days’ and nincty days’ sight, as in 
the Australian trade, would be substituted. Ho also made some 
severe strictures on the failure of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. The 
following is the Report and Balance-sheet submityed to the 
meeting :— 

The directors now submit to the shareholders the half-yearly state- 
ment of accounts to 30th June last, showing a net profit of £117,265 
19s. 7d., to which has to be added £883 19s., brought forward from the 
previous year, making a total of £118,149 18s. 7d. A dividend at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum (free of income-tax) is now declared, 
leaving a balance of £88,149 18s. 7d. carried forward to next account. 
It will thus be seen that the result of the past half-year’s operations 
has been highly satisfactory. Unfortunately, since these accounts were 
closed, the failure of a firm of high standing, with which the Bank has 


had large transactions for many ycars past, has taken place. This will 
involve the Bank in a loss, the extent of which, depending on the 
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pool, Southampton, and the Clyde, to 
Japan, 
and twelve months ended 16th Oct., 1872, compared with the 
corresponding periods of the two preceding years:— 
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of London, Glasgow, and Liverpool, has been elected a director 
of the Alliance Bank (Limited). 

An application, made on the 16th inst. to the Bankruptcy 
Court, to register a resolution come to by the creditors of Messrs. 
Leggatt and Co., by which it was resolved to wind up the estate 
under the arrangement clauses of the Act, and not in bankruptcy, 
was granted. 

Numerous complaints are current as to the losses incurred by 
vessels discharging at the Hongkew wharf at Shanghai. The 
cargo discharged there invariably turns out “short,” and claims 
are made on tho shipowner, which, with a freight of perhaps 20s. 
per ton, becomes very vexatious. The managers will no doubt 
investigate the matter promptly, and stave off orders to Captains 
“ not to discharge at Hongkew wharf.” 

Seventy-five guineas premium have been paid to effect rein- 
surances on the ship Kentville, which sailed from the Mersey for 
Hong Kong on the 20th of March last.
